learned Bertius- delivered in ſuch an Afembly, where he 
conld nit delivery untruths and remain undetefted. Thave 
naced ſcarce pleaſed my ſelf in tranſlating ſo Grammati- 
cally and verbatim the Teſtimonies there produced ; Yet 
have ſo done, that ſome might not be diſpleaſed, who 
arem ſuch a tranſlation in ſuch caſes to be at leaſt conve- 
pient.

cult co judge of excellent perſons, ail whoſe life is full of 
diverſe examples, for the well inſtruQting of others , how 

co judge, how alfo to live. And thisalio may be added, 

that he who takes upon bim this imployment muſt very 
frequently haye recourſe from the law to a mans life, and 
from his life to the law ; for theſe need exch che other, 
and as the law gives notice what muſt be done : ſo what 
may be done the life ſheweth.

Solemnities, that had ſuch hazards attending on them, 
Bur feeing our preſent condition ſeems to be ſuch, thar 
we need not in the leaſt to be afraid of this ( for alas ! 
hitherto are we came, that henceforth it may ſeem need- 
full to uſe diligent care, rather to bring in devotion, 
than drive ſuperſtition out ) And fich thar it concerns all

Therc was then in that Town a certain Prieſt, a 
man honeſt and grave, Theodore e/E£mylins by name, 
whoſe memory, by reaſon of his ſingular learning and 
holineſs of life, is yet bleſſed among the living» He, 
when he had pot a taſt of a better and more pure doQrin 
in Religion, determin'd with himſelf, that he wonld 
not once more celebrate the abominable ſacrifice of the 


Maſs : therefore he oft changed his place of abade, and Mii 


lived ſometimes at Par, ſometimes at Lovane, ſome- 
times at Colsn, ſometimes at Vtrecht. He therefore 
rook care, that this fatherleſs child, Zames Arminsas, 
ſo ſodn as his ag2 was capable of inſtruction, might be 
furniſhed with the firſt radiments ofthe Latinand Greek 
torgue, and with the principles of true piety and religi- 
on. And when he perceiy'd in him ſome appearances 
of an excellent diſpoſition to yertue, he oft times ex. 
horted him, that all conſiderations of earthly things 
being layd afide and contemned, he would give up him. 
ſelf to follow after God and: his conſcience, He told 
him, that-the time of mans life here is but ſhore, that 
there follows a condirion after this life, which ſhould be 
eſtimated not by outward adverſity or proſperity, wha

Wi rears; Therefore as one impatient heleft Haſſia and

by the Eternity of happineſs or death, This Exhorta- 
rion, afterwards confirmed by a diligent reading of the 
holy Scriptures, and pious meditations, was fetled upon 
his heart : And fo he, through the hope of that life, un- 


derweat every fabour, all hazards, with a glad and 


chearful mind. Burt afcer he had for ſome years thus 
liv'd or Utrecht, an unexpeRed calamity did oppreſs 
him, by means of the death of that pood old Religious 
man, which the merciful God did ſuddenly mitigate, 
for preſently upon his death Mr. S»:Z;x4, who long be- 
fore flying the Spaniards tyranny, went to Marparg, 
exme as it hapned out of Haffia into that Countrey, 
He therefore carried away with him into Hafſia, inthe 
year F575. this his Country-man Arminins, now deſti- 
ence of all humane help and fuccour. Re was ſcarce ſer 
down there, when inthe Moneth of Azg»ft the report 
of his Countreys defolation is broughe thither ; He 
ears that the Town was taken by the Spaniard; thar 
the Garriſon were flain , that the Townſmen were 
kill'd, and the Town burnt. With this report he was 


£ much ſtricken at the heart and fo greatly troubled, 


that he ſpent 14 whole days, in continyal weeping and 


went with ſpeed into Holland, being determined ei- 
ther to ſee the ruines of his Country, or to looſe his life. . 

When he was come thither, he found nothing but 
where the Town ſtood, and the ruines ofit : and under- 
Food that moſt of its Inbabitants were finally flain, to- 
«ether with bis Mother, his Siſters, his Brothers and his 
Kindred: He therefore returned even on foot out of his 
own Country, to Marparg in Haſſia. In the mean 


while this ngw Ac:demy was ereRted andopened by the 
- authority 
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authority of the moſt Hloſtrious: Prince of Oraxge ; 
which as ſoon as he underſtood, he prepar'd for a jour- 
| hey home. He came therefore to Koterdam, to which 
place were come from Amferdam many faithtull Exiles, 
and moſt of O/d-waters Inhabitants, that had eſcaped 
the ſword of a cruel enemy. At that time my Father 
Peter Bertins , was the Paſtor of ctac Church : bur 
Mr. John T affinus was the Princ's French Preacher and 
Counſellor , both theſe werewonderftully pleaſed with 
the young mans towardlineſs, readineſs and wit. Now 
ſeeing it was long before my Father was acquainted with 
lexrning ( for he was 30. yearsold before be had any 
knowledge even of the Latin tongue ) he upon requeſ? 
of friends, rook the young man very willingly into his 
houſe. Now it was the purpoſe of friends to fend him 
co this new Univerſity 3 which occaſion my Fatber 
thinking not good to negleR, calls me out of £xg/ard, 
when I was thena Student, applying my ſelf to learn- 
ing : both of us therefore were ſent together inco this 
School : from that time there has been always between 
ns a very great intimacy, familiarity and friendſhip : 
But I will not ſpeak of the paſſages of that time. This 
one thing I will ſay, that our young Scholars endeavour 
;n learning and in the fludy of wiſdom, was ſo great, 
their reverence towards their Teachers ſo great, their 
zeal and earneſt affeRion jn-Religion ſo great, that 
greater could bardly be: Bur in our rank Arminius 
was one that excel*d the reſt, if any thing was to be 
written, if any thing to be ſpoken, Arminius was 
| ſought for z If then aroſe any debate inlearning that 
required, a Pal:-mov, Arminixs was conſulted with, 


I remember when Dr. Lambert Dana, our m—_— 
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did commend him publickly for his natural endowments, 
and for his proficiency, and for his vertue, and did ex- 
cite us to enter on the ſtudy of Divinity with cheerful. . 
fulneſs, after his example, Why ſhould I make men- 
tion here of his ſtudy in Poetry, in which he excel'd ? 
Why ſhould I ſpeak -of his ſtudy in the Mathematicks, 
and in the other parts of Philoſophie ? He toucht no- 
thing ot theſe, which hedid not penetrate, he ſet upon 
nothing, which he did not happily tiniſh, 

Thus we are come to the year 1582. in which year 
the hononrable Senate of Amſterdam ſent him away to 


|! Geneva, for his more abundant proficiency in learning. 


Whither when he was come, he heard that reyerend 
old man, and of bleſſed memory, Mr. Theodore Beza 
expounding the Epiſtle to the Rowars, with the great 
admiration ofall men , for there was in Bez4 beyond 0+- 
ther mortals a flexanimous and perſwaſive eloquence, a 
prompt and ready utterance, perſpicuity of ſpeech, plea- 
fantneſs of voice, but excellent doctrine in the judgment 
of all learned men, Him therefore above all others 
Arminins made choice of to imitate and follow, But 
ſeeing he could not forthwith procure to himſelf the far 
your of ſome Principal men in this School, and that

Philoſophy, which with earneſineſs he defended pub. 
lickly, and did alſo in private teach it to his auditors, he 
was provok'd to go to Baſil. Where what great ho- 
nour was confer'd, on the young man, what were the 
prefages and divinings of men of all ranks concerning 
his growing vertue, they are able to teſtifie, who were 
his fellow travellers, and companionsin this his peregri- 
nation, Put he fo heardtheſe judgments and acclama- 
tions,

tions, that he never waxt proud and arrogant, but 
ſhewed in very deed, that he was unwilling to endez- 
your by ambition, but was willing by true vertue to 
come unto that, whereto he was deſigned by the'good- 
nefs of God. | 

At Baſile in the harveſt Feſtivals the morelearned 
Students are wont our. of the ordinary courſe, for ex- 
erciſe-ſake to teach ſomething in the Uniyerſity, fome- 
ties publickly, This labour our Arminias willingly un- 
dertook, for this he was praiſ*d by that reverend man, 
Mr. 7ames Grinens, who allo oft times honoured his 
lectures by his Preſence. The ſame man alſo in publick 
diſputations, ifany thing more weighty than ordinary 
were propoſed, oran intricate matrer worthy a defender, 
did occur, was not afraid for honours ſake to call our 
Arminias, ſitting among a great number of Students; 
and ( that you may know the candor of Grinexs ) to lay. 
Let my Hollander anſwer for me. Atthistime Armin. 
s was in fo great favour and renown for his learning, 
- that when he was about to depart thence for Geneva, 
the Theological faculty - would have conferr'd on him, 
even at the pubſlick charge, the title of Door, which 
he, eſteeming it too great a dignity for one of his years, 
did at that time modeſtly refuſe, and gave them thanks 
for their grace and fayour, 

When he was come back to Geneva, he fonnd the 
minds of his friends more pacified towards Rawwxs s Phi- 
loſephy ; alſo he hitnſelf thinking it ſomething meet ro 
abate ſomewhat of his earneſtneſs, did ſo order himſelf, 
that all might eaſily perceive, that gentleneſs conjoyn'd 
with ſo great a wit brought no ſmall ornament to his 
age, There were at the ſametime in the City the _ 
0 
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of the chief of our Nobility, moſt of which now are in 
eminent and honourable places in our Republick. 
When ſome of theſe were goneinto 7raly, others of 
them called home, he ſeeing himſelf alone, and de- 
ſticure of all others his companions, excepting one, a 
man of very great dignity now in Ho#and, he alſo pur- 
poſed to go wita ſpeed into 7taly, being inclin'd thereyn- 
ro eſpecially chrough the fame of Fames Z abarella, who 
then at Padza profeſſed Philoſohhy, and was greatly 
followed, For his ſake eſpecially he ſtayed at Padua, 
when he inſtructed in Logick ſome noble Germans. But 
afterwards he took a curſory view of the reſt of 7taly. 
on which journey he ſpent not aboye eight months, 
and at Rowe he was never abſent from that companion of 
his, who was to him as another Achates : for ſoit was 
agreed on before they went from Geneva. They u1'd 
the ſame lodging, the ſame table, the ſame bed, they. 
went in andout together , and for theexerciſe of piety 
they carried with them the Greek Teſtament and He- 
brew Plaſter. 

| remember he was wont often to tell, That raly 
br ought co him many commodities and diſcommodities, 
Ay the commoditi2she plac'd this eſpecially, That - 
he ſeen at Rewe the myſtery of iniquity to be far 
more filchy and abominable than ever he had conceiv'd it 
in his mind : for he faid, that the things which are told 
or read concerning the Roman Court of A1nti-chrift, are 
Trifles in compariſon of the things which he had ſeen. 
Amonyp the difcommoditcies this ; That the honourable 
Senate of Amſterdam was then ſomewhat offended art 
him for that his 7ralian journey, ſome in the mean while 
augmgeming their cheir giſpleaſure , who clearly 2 
gone 
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done better in ſuſpending their opinions till his retura. 
Hence then an occaſion being taken, it was noyſ'd a- 
mong the common wk Thar he had kiſt the Popes, 
pantofle ; whom he had never ſeen but as other ſpeRta- 
rorsdid, ina great throng and croud of people. ( And 
indeed that Beaſt is not wont to give this honour to any 
but Kings and Princes.) Alſo, that he was accuſtom'd 
to hear the 7eſuites, when as he' never heard them; 
That he was acquainted with Belarmin, whom he ne- 
yer ſaw ; That he had abjur'd the orthodox Religion, 
whereas he was ready to contend for it even tothe lofs 
of his life, | 

Now let our Youth that are pious and devoted tothe 
Church learn this from anothers harm, That it is better 
neyer to'ſer foot in Jtaly, than with ſo great an hazard 
of their repute to know the myſte:ies of Antichrif, 
Not becauſe it is more dangerons for them to ſee ray, 
than neighbouring Aztwerp, or Bruſſels, or Brnge = 
for in /taly there is much more liberty, and in theſe 
places more ſuperflition by far. And itis fafer to tra. 
vel throughout all 1:a/y, than Brabant or Flanders: 
but becauſe it isexpedient to take all occaſions of exil 
ſpeaking from the adverſary, and all occaſions of eyil- 
ſurmiſing from thoſe that are unadviſed and imprudent. 
And it is better co prevent an occaſion of offence, - chan 
co excuſe it, 
- Being come out of 7zaly he ſtayed at Genewa, and 
ſome months after being called home he returned to 
Amſterdam tO his Patrons and M4aFere ; furniſhed, 
through the grace of Chriſt, with a clear teſtimony from 
them of Geneva, and with a mind very well fitred to ds 
office, if. it might pleaſe the Lord God to uſe ht miniſtry, 
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for his Work. in his Church : For theſeare the very words 
of Mr. Beza's Epiſtle, the original of which E have in 
remembrance, At Amferdam be did eaſily, with 
grave and prudent men, clear himſelf as to his [taliar 
journey : but indeed-the weak brethren went on in- 
veighing againſt it, 'and in their aſſemblings blaming it 
till he himſelf began to be heard in the Church, in 
which as ſoon as he was beheld, it cannot be ſpoken, 
with how much reſpet men of all ranks flocked toge- 
ther to hear him : For there was in bim { as ye know ) 
a certain incredible gravity mixed with graceſull plea- 
ſantneſs. His yoice indeed was ſlender, but ſweet, 
and loud, and piercing, but he had an admirable per- 
ſwaſive faculty. If any thing were to be adorn'd, he 
ſo did it, as not to exceed the truth, If he were to 
teach any thing, he did ir with clearneſs and perſpicuity, 
It he were to diſpute any thing, he manag'd the ſame 
diſtintly. 'Now the Melody and altering of his voice 
was ſo fitted to things, that it ſeemed to flow from 
them. And fith he did not uſea Rhetorical dreſs, and 
the Greeks boxes of pleaſant ointment : it was either 
becauſe hisnature did abhor them, or becauſe he judged 
it unworthy the majeſty of Divine things; to uſe curles, 
and borrowed ornaments, when as the naked truth is of 
its ſelf ſufficient for ics own defence : notwithſtanding 
he ſo efficaciouſlly perſwaded by force and weight of ar- 
guments,and by the pithineſs of his ſentences,and by the 
authority of Scripture it ſelf, that no man ever heard him, 
but confeſſ'd, that his diſcourſes much affeQed him. 


Some therefore at thar'time called him the polifhing 


' life of truth'; others' the' whetſtone and ſharpner'of 
' "wits; others called him the razor ſhaying'off growing 
| - — errours 
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1 errors, and nothing in Religion, and ſacred Theo- 
lopy was thought ro favour well; that did not reliſh 
with Arminixzs, Alſo the Paſtors and Preachers 
themſelves of that City, men both learned and elo- 
quent, did reverence him ſor his learning, and in- 
geniouſly acknowledge themſelves to have been dati- 
ly very much adyantaged by his Sermons, And thus 
our Arminius with ſpread out fſayles, proſperous 
pales, a full company of rowers, and the good wiſhes 
J of all that knew him, was carried towards tare and 
11 glory, when it pleaſed God to excrciſe his ſervant 
1 even with adverfity, and to make a tryal of his pati- 
ence and humbleneſs by the croſs and afflictionr, 


1] Now 'tis a thing worth the knowing, to underſtand 


the beginnings and ſucceſs hereof. 

There was carried about asit chanced in the hands 
of ſome pious men a little Book, written by ſome of 
the brethren of the Church of Delf , againſt Mr. 
Eeza, with this Title. A» auſwer to ſome arguments 
of Bez1 and Calvin! ont of a Treatiſe concerning prede- 
ftination on the 9. Chap ts the Romans, This little book 
was ſent over to our 4rminins by r, Martin Lidy- 
5 of bleſſed memory , who had been tormerly a 
Paſtor in the Church of Amferdem, but then was 
Profeſſor in the Friezlanders new Academy, and by 
him Armivine was requeſted to undertake the de- 
fence of Mr. Bez 4 againſt the brethren of Delf. For 
Arminins was verily thought a man very fit for this 
buſineſs by Mr. Lids, who partly by reporr, part- 
ly by experience knew the quickueſs of his wit, the 


ſharpneſs of his judgment, and what a wonderful

force and power he had both in preaching and in diſ” 
puting, Neither was Arminizs altogerher ſtrang® 
from this deſign, being one that newly coming out of 
the School of Geneva, carryed about with him in his 
ears the ſound of Mr. Beza's leRures and arguments, 
He therefore betakes himſelf to the work; Burt 
whilſt he endeavours a refutation,whilſt he weighs the 
arguments on each ſide, whilſt he confers the Scrip- 
tur es, whilſt;he corments and wearys himſelf, he was 
overcome by thetruth. At firſt indeed he followed 
that ſame opinion which he undertook to oppoſe, but 
he afterwards by the guidance of the holy Ghoſt was 
carried oyer to that dodrin, which he conſtantly 
aſſerted even to the end of his life : Which was this, 
That Gods eternal Decree in predeſtination, was not 
to ele& or chuſe preciſely and abſolurzely ſome to 
ſalvation, whom as yet he had not purpoſed to cre- 
ate : ( which Mr. Beza would have ) neither was 


' It, preciſely and abſolutely to ele ſome to ſalyati- 


on after the decree of their creation and the foreſight 
of their fall, but without an antecedent conſidera- 
tion of JeſnsChriſt , (which the Delfian brethren held) 
Bus it was, To ele& to fſalyation them of the created 
and fallen, who in time to come would by true obe- 
dience of faith anſwer to God calling them thereunto: 
Which by learned CMelanthon and Nicholaus He- 
»1gins, and many more divines beſides, hath been 
aſſerced. ; 

And although ſuch in times paſt hath been the 
liberty of our Churches, and even now is in very 
many places, that in this Argument, in which no 
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ancient Synod hath ever determined any thing, 
any one of the multitude, and a Teacher, 
might always without offence co any one 
chooſe this or that : for to omit others, Dr. eo. 
Holmannus Secundus, who by the very graveadvice 
of excellent Divines, and eſpecially of the Lords 
Curators was called forth, after Mr. Peze/;ns and 
Moftenius and otherswere ſollicitedin vain, taught it 
out of this very place : He imbraced(as we know)the 
opinion of Hemingi ns, and ſharply defended it, Not 
withſtanding there were riot thoſe wanting at Am- 
ferdam , that in this matter were troubleſome to 
Arminias,and that accuſed him for departing fromthe 
common and received opinion in our Churches, bug 
their vehemency and fiercneſs was ſuddenly reprefl'd 
and appeaſ'd by the authority of che Senate, and 
the equanimity and moderation of the brethren ; 
ſo that he always lived with bis Collegaes at Amſter- 
dam quietly, yea friendly and brotherly, without 
any cloud of diſpleaſure, or hatred, or envy. And 
alſo this man of God was not only naturally diſpoſd 
to candor and gentleneſs, but alſo was moreover ſo 
formed and faſhioned thereto by the holy pre- 
cepts and Spirit of Chtiſt, that he did quietly bear 
with him that diſſented from him, and did not eaſily 
deſpair of any one, that was but willing to hear 
Chriſt ſpeaking in Scriptures : which by his divine 
moderation and equinimity we all knew, and have 
by ſo much the more admired it, by how much the 
further we, by the teſtimony of our own conſcience, 
perceive our ſelyes yet to be from theſe good things. 
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Now when the Upiverſity, deprived of her Pro- 
feſſors by the death of choſe famous and excellent 
men, Dr: 7anius and Dr. Luke T relcatins the el- 
der, ſought for an Heyrcsles that might ſuſtain this 
Orb ( which in the mean while that Reverend man 
Dr. Francs Goemarns, being deſtitute of all his Col. 
leagues, did as another Atlas ſupport alone ) they 
by the general yote, and thepyblick conſent of their 
country, came to Arminius, who thinking of no. 
thing leſs, was taking care for the church of Chriſt 
at Amſterdam which he had ſerved now fifteen years. 
But when they of Amſterdam profelt that they could 
not be without his endeavours amongſt them, be- 
cauſe as they ſaid, . they had chiefly him, by whom 
they might oppoſe the growing monſters of hereſies, 
it cannot be ſpoken how great then the conſternation 
of good men was. They variouſly deliberate and 
adviſe, no ſtone is left unturned, The Curatours 
of our Univerſity, viz, moſt noble Dex/a and 
Neoſtadius , went themfelves. in the publick, name, 
rogether with that moſt honourable man, Nicholane 
Zeyftins the Syndick of our Common-weal.th, To 
the fame end Mr. Jo. Uttmbegardss, Paſtor of the 
Church at. the Hagar, way ſent, by the moſt illuſtri- 
ous, Prince, and alſo Nicholans. Cromboyſexs. out of 
tne ſuprexm'Court, All theſeafter a diyerſe, manner 
did carneſtly moye and perſwade the moſi.prudent 
Senate of this Common wealth, and;the Conſiſtorie 
of the Paſtors apd Elders: Ar. length. by. many la- 
bours, intreaties, and, alſo the. interceſſj onit.felf of 
molt iſluſtrious Prince, it washardly obtain'd, os 
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faithf, l ſervant of Chrift : for they found, that he

he ſhould be diſmiſſed from Amfkerdam and ſerve 


\ the Univerſity, Nevertheleſs petty Rumours of ſuſ- 


picions, which moſt commonly are wont to ſubyert 
the beſt endeavours , did withſtand him , againſt 


't;. B which he ſer the ſhield of his innocency and candour 


and learning ; Truſting in this, he confidently ex- 

ted the bl effing of God in that which was be- 

ind. This matter therefore being heard and debated 
at me Hogs before the Lords Curatorsin the pre- 
ſence of ſome grave' Divines, it was found , That 
thoſe ſuſpicions Were ill ſupported, and that there was 
no cauſe why any one ſhould have an ill opinion of that 


uſed the allowed liberty of propheſying im the Church, 
had tanght nothing which was contrary to the Chriſtian 
religion. He then firſt obtained in this Univerſity, 
with the good liking of God and men, the degree of 
aDoQor, which inthe year 1603 that reverend man 
Dr. Francs Gomarns conferred on him herein this 
very place. Thus then James Arminins ſucceeded 
Francis {anins, the Curators ſo commanding it. 
And that nothing might be wanting here co his credie 
and authority by reafon of thoſe things that had been 
given out at Amferdam, it pleaſed the Eccleſiaſtical 
Presbyters to commend him to all godly, honeſt and 
karned men, by adorning himae his departure with 
2 very fair teſtimony which ſoundeth chus.

If the reafon it ſelf of equity, inthe common ſoci- 
ety of men, was willing long ſince to have it eſtabliſh'd 
for a law, That they ſhould be judged worthy of a 
ſingular good commendation, and more honourable 
teftimony of truth, who had any where very well 
mericed of the common-wealth : they much more 
are worthy of this honour, who labouring in the 
word of God, have been for many years Miniſters of 
the holy Goſpel with ſingular fruit and praiſe in the 
Church of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Wherefore ſich 
chat Mr. Dr. James Arminias, a Reverend brother 
in the Lord, hath now requeſted this ſame of us, we 
ſaid, that we muſt by no means deny it him, -lhere- 
fore we would by this writing teſtifie to all and every 
one, that the very great integrity of both the un- 
blameable life and ſound dorine and manners of the 
forenamed worthy man, and to us all a moſt dear 
companion in the Lord, hath now by long acquain- 
tance been ſo well perceived-and tryed by us, that 
there is nothing of more account with us than always 
to enjoy: his counſell, labour, familiarity and intima- 
cy, and to maintain that friendſhip which now for a 
long time hath been between us. But ſecing the 
moſt bleſſed and almighty God ſeems to have appoint: 
ed another thing concerning him and us, we have 
cauſe of giving very great thanks to the Lord our God 
for that very great benevolence oi his towards us and 
this our -whole Church hitherto, through _

To all and eyery one that ſhall read or hear this 
our preſent Teſtimony, Salvation and Peace through 
the only Mediator Chriſt, | 

Becauſe the moſt accompliſhed and learned man 
Mr. James Arminius hath by the illuſtrious and for 
learning moſt famous Lords Curators of the Univer- 
firy of Leyden, been called from the hofy Miniſtry 
( which now for many years he hath diſcharged with 
very great commendartion in the Church at AmFer- 
dam j to the publick profeſſion of ſacred Theology, 
and hath been inaugurated publickly chereunto : we 
were willing at his departure to commend him to the 
ſame ( Curators ) andto all vertuous men by this our 
preſent writing,alchough bur little,and co honour him 
by oar Teſtimony,as the manner is, We therefore the 
ſeryants of JeſusChriſt, together with theElders of the 
ſame Claſſic of Amſterdam, do teſhifie, that the fore- 
ſaid Mr. Dr. Arminins has been now filteen years a 
member of our C/aſ/is, in which time he hach caughe 
with mnch fruic ſound Doctrine purely, adminiſtred 
the Sacraments according to the Lords inſtitution, 
and propagated with great zeal the true and Chriſtian 
Religion, and by his diligent preſence hath always 
adorned our Claffical meeting : alſo by his prudent 
Counſel hath with others compoſed matters hard and 
of great moment, hath always readily ſuſtained all 
impoſed burthens chat reſpe&ted the Churchcs Edi- 


diication, and hath by honeſty and goodneſs of life 
| adorned 
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adorned to this very day his holy calling. In a word, 
he hath ſhewed himſelffuch both in his holy Office,

Have the Brethren honourably and-laudably e- 
nough teſtified of Arminins ? thus then he came into 
the Univerſity. From this time all his Collegues 
bave had experience of him as a moſt Falchful friend ; 
The Schools as a Senator, Profeſſor, Recor ; all 
the Students as a moſt gentle Father, | 
Suddenly after his entrance into the Univerſity he 
found , that the Students of ſacred Theology, did 
entaygle themſelyes in the thickets of MY 
an 
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and did follow Thorny Theormes and Problemes, 
the Scriptures being negleted. This evil, after the 
matter had been communicated to his Collegues, 
he ſtudied to amend,and did in a preat meaſure effe&t 
it, for he brought back the antienc,and maſculice,and 
mighty kind of ſtudying; and drew back as much as 
in him lay : the wandring youth ro the Fountains of 
Salvation ( thoſe pure and flimeleſs Fountains ) that 
out of them Religion might be ſought for ; not that 
Religion which being ſatished with wrangling de- 


| bates or bare ſpeculation is gotten to feed the phan« 


taſie; but that which breaths our charity, and follows 
the truth which is after godlineſs, by which youth 
learn to fly youthful lnſts, and having ſubdued fleſh- 
ly allurements, to ſhun the pollutions ofthe world, 


and to do and ſuffer thoſe things, that make a di. 


ſtintion between a Chriſtian and an Heathen, That 
ſaying of our Saviour, Except your righteonſneſs ex= 
ceed the righteouſneſs of the Scribes and Phariſes, ye 
ſhall in no wiſe entey into the Kingdom of Heaves : 
he did repeat often to fix the ſame upon their memo=- 
ries. | 
In the mean while the confideration of Chriſtians 
ſo miſerably divided, and driven aſunder one from 
another, troubled him ; he ſeldomſpake of it with- 
out tears, never without deep and hearty ſighs. He 
declared, that he wiſhed all the ſcattered members 
of Chriſt might grow together in one body, accor- 
ding to the Lords Commandment, He rightly 
judged, that the Papal Court ſought not the things 
which are of Chriſt, but the pleaſures, the honours, -

the lucre, the pomp ofthis preſent world, and Ty- 
ranny over the ſouls as well as the bodies of men 2 
And therefore that no man could or ought to conſulr 
with chat Harlot about matters of Salvation, and the 
eſtabliſhing of a common peace. He judped, that a 
great part of others were conſcienciouſly and pioufly 
affeRed , and were nor divided not ſo much through 
an evil intent and purpoſe, as through doubrtull am- 
bages or obſcurities in which many were driven from 
peace and concord by ignorance, many by the au= 
thority ot their Anceſtours ; many through pertina- 
cy or ſtiffneſs in thoſe opinions which either them- 
ſelves had deviſed or long defended, many through 
ſhame of revoking and retracting their writings, 
laſtly many through prejudice and an ill opinion of 
their brethren, All which he thought might be 
remedyed, not by killing one another, but by pray- 
ers, and by peaceable and frieadly inſtrution, and 
by theexample of an holy converſation, He there- 
fore both  exhorted all to piety, and eſpecially took 
care of this, that when thornie queſtions and the 
huge luggage of vain and empty aſſertions were re-- 
moved and taken away, with which the- Schools 
make an huge confuſed noiſe, thoſe things mighe 
be fetchr only out of the Scriptures which might be 
uſefullto bring them co the belief of neceſſary things, 


and to lead a good and blefſedChriſtian life, Which 
endeaur of his, Sitan going: about to elude and 
fruſtrate endeavoured: to perſwade the inconfide- 
rate, that theſe. thin;s were done by him to get 
honour to ſhew the ſtrength of his wit. to cauſe 

[nnoyations, 
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innovations, to maintain contention and wrangling. 
Some thetefore through ſuſpicion, that ill coun- 
ſellour, moved again old Camarina, or were the 
cauſe of miſchief ro themſelyes , but the Profeſſors 
themſelves and che Colleagues, by the prudent ad- 
vice of the Curators did quell and quaſh it at its firſt 
ſhooting up : for credic co which matter 1 have 
thought that this 7»ffrument out of the As of the 
Unoverſity is fit to be produced.

And thus indeed theſe things paſſed art that time ; 
Afterwards the Senators.ofche High.Court, by the 
will of the illuſtrious Statesat the Hagme,, took cog- 
niſance of thoſe things that were. reported, Whac 
their opinion of the whole matter was, I ould. now 
relate, but that I think all: here preſent have the 
knowledgethereof. 

But whileſt Chriſts Champion thus wraſtles, he 
was at the length laid on his fick bed by a-diſeaſe, 
which by his labours; continual ſitting , conſtant 
ſtudies;and confliis incurting without any. diſchirge, 
he had at the laſt contracted, Now-what wonder 
isit, if he were moved and.croubled at chat, which 
might. ezpoſe to loſe his good.name, his ſalvation 
and his labours : ich that nothing is of more account 

| | LO 
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toa good imnanthan his good name , nor to a Chri- 
ftian, than his ſalvation ; nor to a Dr, of Sacred 
Theology than demonftrations taken our of the Scrip- 
ture. Oppreſlion , ſaith Solower, makes a wil e 
man mad. That ſame brought him grief, his pri ef 
brought his diſeaſe, and this was the cauſe of his 
death, Oh horrible eyil and viperous, and raiſed 
from the loweſt part of Hell! How oft have we 
heard him privately crying out even with fighing, 
in the words of the Prophet ? 370 # me my mother, 
that thou haſt born me a man of contention tothe whole 
earth: I have neither lent on nſnry, nor any hath lent 
to me on uſnry, and yet all men we me, Notwith- 
ſanding he himſelf recalled himſelf to the incloſures 
of reaſon and tranquility, being always couragious, 
always patient and gentle towards his brethren, for 
whoſe ſake he was ready to ſuffer patiently, or as it 
were to deyour, any reproaches whatſoever from 
the malevolent, and to forget or concot them , not 
with a Cato s ſtomack, but that which was wrought 
in him by the Spirit of Chriſt. 

But his diſeaſe lurkingin his bowels brake out eſpe- 
cially on the 7th of Feb. this year : which at that 
time ſo diſcovered it ſelf, that the Phyficians forth« 
with jadged, that there 'was need of a ſlow and cauti. 
ous curation, Now although at the begining of his 
ſickneſs hecould hardly move himſelf : - Notwithſtand. 
ing when he could, having now and then ſome eaſe 
and reſpite, he omitted not the labours of his leAures 
and yocation , nor was he wantingto his eauſe when 
need was, Therefore again and again, being called, 
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he with ſpeed went to the Hagne, and there publiſh'd 
a famous profeſſion of his faith before many witneſſes, 
and after that laſt friendly conference he with this 
one thing afrer God and the teſtimony of his own 
conſcience comforted himſelf, that in a common af- 
ſembly of all ZHo#avd he was patiently heard by bis 
moſt gentle Maſters, co whoſe prudence he attributed - 
ſo much, that if he ſhould dye, he did hope, that 
there would not be rhoſe wanting that would defend 
by the patronage of their wiſdom and favour the 
equity of that cauſe, which they once heard debated. 
Being carryed home from the Hggxe, he had ſcarce 
ſet bimſelfto that which his maſters commanded, zz, 
To write out that exactly which he hed propoſed in 
the friendly conference, but the force of diſeaſe again 
a\ſulted him by ſo much the more vehemently, by 
how much the more it had increaſed by delay and the 
weakneſs of his ſtrength. Therefore being preſſed 
with his diſeaſe, he by letters written to theilluſtri- 
ous States modeſtly excuſed himſelf, that he could not 
at the day appointed obey their will : ſaying, T hat 
by ſickneſs he was forct to keep hi bed, that he had 
Written a great part,which God ſo willing it, be was now 
compell 'd to breakoff from. That he had been at ano- 
ther time beard, and that the whole matter was then 
exhibited in writing , that that might be 4s much as 
necefſity required : Notwithſtanding if they ſhould at all 
defire thoſe ſame things he had written :/at he would 
take care, that they ſhould have them either full and 
rerfeft, of he by the grace of Chri't ſhould be reſtored, 
ir abrupt and broken , if he ſold die, Aloreover tha - 
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D. was (o far from donbti ng any Whit of that confeſſion by 
had pnblifred,that on the contrary he did ftedfaſtly judge, 
that it apretd in all things with the holy Scriptures : 
T herefore that hedid per [iſt th:rein,T hat he was reaay at 
that very moment to appear with that ſame belief before 
the tribunal of Ieſus Chriſt the Son of God, the Fudge of 


the quick and dead . 
In the mean while the force of. his diſeaſe daily 


increaſed, whilſt the moſt famous and moſt expert 
Phyſicians, Dr. Pavins, Dr. Sebaſtian Egbert, Dr. 
Hemry Sael, Dr. Reener Bont, reſiſted ic as much as 
was poflible by Art and, Induſtry, and pleafingly 
allured natures forces, but in vain; for theuntamed 
Obſtinacy of the diſeaſe ſcorned art ir ſelf ; For it was 
deeper planted than to be plucked up; it ſtirred up 
daily new Symptomes, Fevers, the cough, the ex- 
tenſion of the hypoconders, d.fficulty of fetching of 
breath, oppreſſion after meat, troubleſome {leeps, 
an atrophie, the gour, and gave to him no intermil. 
ſion of reſt : Afterwards came the Iliac paſſion, and 
the Colick, wich an obſtruQion of the left optick 
nerve, ard an obfuſcation or dimneſs of the fame 
eye; In the mean while calumny was as cruel, and 
abated nothing of its accuſtomed herceneſs z of which 
I ſhall here mention, a cruel nnworthy and abomina- 
ble inſtance, which is fit to be recorded for after 
ages, When that dimneſs of one of his eyes was 
known, there were ſome that durſt account this a- 
mong thoſe puniſhments, which God threatens to his 
enemies, aud wicked cont2mners of his name, and 


did affirm eyen from this puniſhment, that he was 
yay

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A ſhort and Compendious 
Hiſtory of Simon Epiſcopins. Pro- 
teſlor of Divinity in the Univer- 
fity of LETDEN in HOLLAND.

*T" Hat in a very preat part, which learned Bej- 
tis in the precedirg Oration, hath juſtly pre- 
miſed touching the difficulty of his task and Province, 
who was to deſcribe ſo excellent a man as Reverend 
Arminizs,may be as juſtly (to ſay no more )Jraken up 
by bim that undertakes a deſcription of Epiſcopizes, a 
man well nigh incomparable i 1 all chings commen- 
dable in a man, in a Chriſtian, in a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel of Chriſt. 

It's one of Amſterdams chiefeſt C rnaments, and 
deſerves to be recorded with letters of Gold in the 
memonals of that famous City , that Simon Epiſco- 
prac in. tlie year 1583. was born there, 
| His-Parents, Egbert and Gertrude, are worthy - 
remembrance, not only for their pious Offspring, 
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I mean their eldeſt ſon Rewvbert, alſo 7ohy, but eſ- 
pecially the youngeſt, our Sims ; ( tor their 0- 
ther children, four ſons and three daughters, all died 
in their youch or infancy ) bur alſo for their own 
piety, being then zealous profeſſors of the truth, 
when extream dangers cloſely attended on every 
ſide thoſe that followed her, Simon Epiſcoping, 
that renowned Perſon of whom we are now to 
ſpeak, brought with him into the world many rare 
natural Endowments, which afterwards by good 
education and much induſtry were greatly improved, 
and were in his converſation choicely imployed co 
the end of his days. Rembert. his e'deſt brother, 
ſoon eſpying in him grounds of hope as to his uſe- 
fulneſs in the beſt of imployments; did earneſtly 
folicite his Parents to denote him wholly to learning, 
His Parents; notwithſtanding their Eſtate, was in. 
ſaFicient ( by reaſon of their numerous offipring ) 
to yield him at his ſtudies a competent maintenance. 
yet, having affiſtance freely and privately, offered 
by Cornelins Benning, a man of Conſular dignity, 
were perſwaded to dedicate their Simox to the ſtudy 
of learning. He therefore was committed, as ſoon 
as poſſible, to the care and diſcipline of Peter Veke- 
41, a Schoolmaſter at that time famous; under 
whoſe manuduRion he in ſo little time made ſopreat 
a progreſs in Latin and Greek, that he wascommen- 
ded by diverſe great men tothe honourable Senate 
of AmXferdam, which took and received him into 
the number of their Scholars, when his parents by 
the advice of Mr. obs Kwchlinus and Mr. James 
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Arminizs, and by their perſwafion, gave their con- 
ſent , for at the firſt they were ſomewhat averſe 
thereto, When he had at Amſterdam run out his 
courſe there in the Grammar ſchool, the Curatours 
of the School did. in the year 1600, declare him by 
Solemn ſentence meet and worthy to be promoted 
to the Univerſity, that he might chere 2pply him- 
ſelf ro more high and manly ſtudies , He was there- 
fore ſent away to the Univerſity of Leyden, intcothe 
Colledge of the illuſtrious States of Holand and 
Wwe#t-friezlaxd ; in which Colledge was then Preſi- 
dent that moſt learned man, Fohn Kachlinwes, who 
when he was miniſter at 4/mſterdam, bad contract- 
ed a firm and intimatefriendſhip with the father of 
our Epiſcopins. This hopeful Plant had not been 
long in the Academical nurſery, but he lo!i his moſt 
loving and beloved Parents; for Ano 1602 bis 
father dyed, in the next year his Mother. He 
though much afliQed with chis adverſity ; yetbe- 
ing thoughtfull, and defirous of his tranſplanting in- 
to ſome place of uſzfulneſs to the Church of God, 
negleRs not the preſent opportunity of furniſhing 
himſelf with things convenient and neceſſary there- 
unto, Wherefore having ſukt in as much know- 
ledge, as was needfull, of the liberal Arts, he ex- 
tends his endeavours for petting acquaintance wirh 
the ſecrets of Philoſophy , In which having ſpent 
about three years, he applyed himſelf moſt ſeriouſly 
to the ſludys of Divinity, and with much diligence 
laboured therein, yet ſo as to have now and then a 


recourſe to Phyloſophy* Atlength, the gs 
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his Colledge, and his own private affairs requiring '*» 
be fought the title ofa Mr. of Arts, and was, being 
after a ſeyere examination judged worthy, acornel 
therewith publickly, in the year 1606, by Dr. 
Rodoiphus Sneſlias, that moſt renowned Profeſſor 
of the Mathematicks there, After this he purpoſeth 
and rcſolves to pive himſelf wholy tothe ſtudy of 
Divinity onely, in which he had already made a 
conſiderable progreſs. And ſeeing he could not 
accompliſh his earneſt deſire of viſiting forreign 
Univerſicies, he continued yet two years and above 
at Leyden, where he was a diligent hearer of the 
Diviaity Proteſlors, namely, Francis Gomarus, 
Luke Trelcatins, Tames Arminias, and was ſo 
dili; ent and induſtrious in difputations, and exer- 
citarory Sermons, that he left far behind him moſt of 
his equals for age and ſtanding, and was thought 
worthy to be called to the Miniſtry, But ſeeing af- 
rerwards, eſpecially after the death of Dr, Trelcats- 
#s, that unhappy diſcenfion about Fredeſtination, 
. which afterwards gave a diſturbance to all Ho4and, 
did not onely ſecretly plow between the two re- 
mainins Profeſſors, but alſo at length break forth 
openly ; and ſceing ear Epiſcopizs ſhewed himſelf 
more adcicted to the opinion of Arminius, he 
found therefore the Paſtors. who were of the o- 
ther party, to be ſo diſaffeted towards him, that 

they, when the honourable Conſuis of Amſterdam, 
who had knowledpe of his ſingular learning and good 
converiation, were deſirous of promoting him to 
the office of a preacher, did þy delays, and _ 
6, caelr 
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their ſabtle devices, fruſtrate. and elude the good 
deſign of the Conſuls, Epiſcopixs thereforeinrhe 
year T609, in which year Arminixs dyed, left 

Leyden and went. to Franther, the Friezlanders 
> ting whirher he was drawn eſpecially by the 


fame of %. Drs, Profeſſor there of the Hebrew 


tongue, Here $:brandus Lnbbertas, the Profeſſor 
of this Univerſity, - cook great offence at our Epiſco- 


pins , who was ſomewhat .too hot and feryent in 


Theologicab diſputations, as young men of prompe 
and:- ready . wits. are, wont to be. He. there- 
fore a few moneths after departed thence, and went 
into Frqvce,- where in a ſhort time he got ſo great 
acquaintance with the French tongue, that he was 
able not onely,,to, underſtand ir, but alſo to ſpeak 
French regdily and purely. In the year 1610 he 
rearned home,..and" found the Miniſters of Amfeer- 


dam no beter. affeted towards him than betore.. 
Bur his vertue and learning, which could be no log-: 


ger bid,-.and; which were commended by clear-and 
notable teſtimonies from the Churches and Univere 


-ſities where-he. lived, , break thorow at length all. 


obſtacles, and ſo, that he was, with the conſent of 
the Claſſis, ' called by the honourable Senate of Rot- 
terdam to the Paſtoral office at Bleyſ wJck, an bamlet- 
belonging to their juriſdiction, ! 

Afcer the Yearh of Arminins , they of, Galains 
perſwaſion , whoſe notions of God , reprobating 
abſolutely the greateſt part of the world, to make 
known his power in making his creatures miſerable. 
bad UT and diſpoſed to fierceneſs, begra to.en- 

27,205 deayour 
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deavour the eje&ion of them out of their places who 
adher'd to Arminias;, hereupon theſe perceiving 
the deſigns that were apainlt them, did exhibire to 
the moſt i}[aſtrious Stales of Holand and weſt-friez- 
land a certain Remonſtrance ( whence chey were 
afterwards called Remonſtrants; as their adverſaries 
were called Contra Remontiratts, from a paper they 
bad written in oppoſition, and .intituled, A Contra- 
Remonſtrance ) in which Remionſtrance after chey 
had declared their judgement comprehended in five 
heads of Articles, they humbly petition, thar they 
in that belief and perſwaſion might be proteRed 
from the violence and force of their Adverſaries 
eliat much threatned them. Afterwards in the year 
1611 was that famous Conference at the Hague, 
where by the appointmen:, and inthe preſence of 
the States of Hollayd and Weſt-Friezland, Six RE- 
| monſtrant, and as many Contra-Remonſtrant Paf- 
tors conferred together about the things now in con- 
troverly. For the determining of theſe Controver- 
fies, the Remonſtrants then declared themſelves for 
mutual forbearance, but their adyerfaries were for 
a Synodal Decifion, as being noway doubrfull of 
out-yoting them , in caſe the Remonſtrants were 
8dmicted members of the Synod, which indeed their 
adverſaries denyed them, when they had gotten 
2 Synod , ani the arm of fleſh on their 
fide. I | 
« But the illuſtrious States of F7-Hand and weſt- 
Friezland, knowing well, that onely the oppreſſion 


of the contrary party was ſought after, and thar the 
contro- 
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controverſie was obſcure and difficule, made a des 
cree, that both parties ſhould live together in bro- 
therly communion, &c, which decree bad preſery- 
ed chem in peace, if might had not then overcome 
right, in caſting thoſe peaccable Governours out of 
their places, and ſubſtituting thoſe in their rooms 
who would be ready to doe what the Contra-remon- 
ſtrants would have. 

But we muſt return to our Epi/copins, who was 
one of the ſix Remonſtrants that managed the Con- 
ference at the Kagye, whereas on a famous Theater 
he made manifel} his great abilities, both natural 


that his knowledge and skill in the holy Scriptures, 
and in Theological diſpurtations, was not ordinary. 
After this, the fame of his learning and eloquence 
ſpreading in the United Provinces far abroad, he was 
ſolicited by diverſe eminenc Cities, chiefly Vtrrechr 
to be their Preacher, but ſeeing they of Bleyſwyck 
would by no means be induced to give their conſent 
for his departure, he therefore continued in the 
exerciſe of his miniſtry among them, Put at jength 
in theyear 1612, when he was about 29 yearsold, 
he was called by the Curatorsof the Uni verſicy of 
Leyden, to the Profeflorſhip of Divinity there, in 
the place of Francis Gomarm, who voluntarily had 
deſerted it , Now although the modeſty of this wor- 


_ thy man ZFpi/copixe, was ſo great, that he judged 


himſelf unmeet for a work ſo difficult in ſuch d.ficule 
rimes; yet ſuffered he himſelf to be prevailed with, 
and oyercome by the judgment of others conceraing 

| | him, 


and acquired,iand gave all men occaſion to conclude, 
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him, and eſpecially by the authority and exhortati- 
on of ſome yery great menin the Common-wealth 
and Church to accept it . In this honourable place, 
worthy 2 man fo learned and venerable, he lived 
friendly and peaceably with Dr, Fo. Polyander, his 
Colleague, rhough of an Opinion differing from his 
in the controverſy of predeſtination , and moſt pain- 
fully l:boured in his Office, as even to us is apparent 
trom his Commentaries on ſome parts of the holy 
Scriptures, then compoſed, and his diſputations 
there, which ſince his death have been expoſed 
to publick view. But his Cares were ſo many and 
great, that they far ſurmoun.ed all his other labours 
and did much exceed them, For at this timethe 
Controverſie about Predeſtination had ſwelled oyer 
the Academical banks, and had filled the pulpits, 
whence ( as uſually ) ir ſpread asan inundation a- 
mong the common people threatninga devaſtation 
of the Churches unity, and to the Common- wealth 
no leſs then ruine : For the governours themſelves, 
who were to have kept the peace, were divided among 
themſcives,deſigning variouſly for their ſeyeral par 
ries, In this evil day and contentious time, g00d Epiſcee 
pizs,a man greatly deſirousof peace,a manſludious, 
laborious and ſolicicous for the good ef others, be- 
came a man of ſorrows, and acquainted with priefs, 
Now to pive a few inſtances of this mans ſufferings, 
may not onely he ſerviceable to his commendation, 
they being the tryal and an evident proof of his ſin- 
cerity, and that which brought to light his Chriſti-

Afrer the ciſmiſſion of the Remonſtrants, the 
Synod prepared to judge them out of their Writings. 
But they in the mean time, whileſt the Synod 
was thas occupied, did privately, bythe 
command ef the S:ates Depaties, compoſe for the 
c onfirmation of their doQrine, thoſe accurate Wri- 
tings, which ropether with the Synodal Acts were 
publiſhed a little after, and deſervedly obtained the 
approbation of very many ofthe moſt learned men 
in Exrope ; One of chief authoricy when he had ſeen 
them, ſaid, That the Dore Synod bad'condemned 
the Remonſtrants ; but they by their Writings had 
triumphed over the Synod, 

And indeed one ſubſtantial argument is better than 
a thouſand Synodal fuffrages. The chiefelt part of 
theſe Writings ought- to be aſcribed co the indefati- 
gable induſtry of our Zps/copius. That neryous 
Diſſertation touching. Reprobation had for its Au- 
chor, that learned and reverend father Mr.. Charles 
Niellins, a preacher at Amſterdam, To his me- 
mory we are indebted -not onely for that piece, but 
for other. things alſointhat volume ; ' and Jebtours 
we are toall the reſt ofthem for that:ſhire of their

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The hard- uſage of the Remonſtrantsis not much 
to be wondered atz-the Synods temper being con- 
ſidered ;- For although chere was much- candour jn 
ſome of the forreign Divines, eſpecially our Enpl:/fs, 
yet there was much want of it in the Provincaals, 
Not to ſpeak any thing of the unworthy uſage which 
ſome of the forreign Divines, experienced in the 
Synod, & particularly they of Breme, who were upon 
the point of leaving the Synod, by reaſon of offences 
there given them ; I ſhall -onely in a word diſcovec 
their 111 diſpoſition towards the Remonſtrants : 
Prejudice prevailed much among the D«rch Contra- 
remonſtrants; They are ( faith Belcangual. in his 
letter of April 17 ) ſo eager to kill the Remon- 
ſtrants, that they would make their words to have 
. that ſenſe: which no Grammar could find in them ; 
We have given a remarkable Inſtance of the Pre- | 
fidents good nature and manners, And as for Ge- = 
marus, the then viſible head of the Fataliſts, of | 
what a froward and turhulent Spiric he was, I am 
even loth to expteſs in the words of Belcanqual, 
who thus writes co the Embaſſador, If che Synod 
( faith he ) had wanted but two men, I mean 
Sibrandns Lubbertus | one of the principal Contra- 
remonſtrant leaders |] and Gomarw, we had wanted 
a great deal of contention,, which I fear will not 
forſake the Synod as long , as they are in it 3 They 
have their fits of. madnels by. courſe ; The, laſt fic 
be:ore'this came to Gomarr his turn, , and this day 
Sibrandns flew out with fuch raving and fierceneſs 


of countenance, and ſuch unheard bitterneſs againſt 
| our 
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our Colledge, as I deſire no other revenge on him, 
than che very ſpeaking of the words, which while 
they were in his mouth were checked by the Preſi- 
dent Policick, &c, In another letter, thus; 1he 
Palatine Divines are the onely Magiſtrates Doors 
next tO Gomarrm in all the Synod, and think every 
thing they ſpeak ſhould be taken for Text. Let 
me adde one paſſage more, wherein Gomarmus is 
mainly concerned , In the buſineſs of the Remon- 
ſtrants of Campes , they of Breme perſwaded toa 
middle courſe in dealing with chem. But Gomarmus 
( faith Belcanqual ) fell foully upon Afartinus, a 
man very learned and very honeſt, who hath been 
fo uncivily dealc with, that the Forreigners take 
muc2 offence thereat, and he and his Colleagues 
have been ready to leave the Synod, Becaufe he 
diſlikes, as others: do the Contra. remonſtrants 
broad ſpeeches in many poincs, they uſe him with 
ſo much difcourteſy , Though one be againſt the 
Remonſtrants inz!l the 5 Articles in ſubſtance z yet 
if he differ from them j the Datch Divines ] but in 
manner of ſpeaking, they hold him as nor found. 
So far Belcan :xal, | thought not indeed to meddle 
with this bulineſs relating to themof Breme, bur 
fcil inco it unawares, and caunot but learn fromit, 
that if the Contra remonſtrants behaved themſelves 
ſo, in ſuch aplace, againſt perſons who in the main 
were of their perſwaſion, then certainly the Remon- 
ftrants to whom they were profeſſed Adverſaries, 
hid caufe ro expeRt from them none of the ſofteſt 
aſige, But there is one paſſage more that 1 ſhall

recite out of Belcanqual concerning Gomarus, 1® 
Seſſion 85, - G omarws in his diſquiſition ofthe 3 and 
4 Articles, delivered a ſpeech againſt the Bremen/eg, 
which none 1 think but a mad man would have 
uttered, and he delivered himſelf with ſuch ſpark. 
ling of bis eyes, and fierceneſs of pronunciation, as 
every man wondered that the þrefident did nor 
cut Im off, at laſt he cut offhimſelf, 1 think for 
want of breath, and then the Preſident gave cele - 
berrimo Dno Gomaro very many thanks ſor-that his 
learned, grave and accurate ſpeech, The Exters 
[ the forragn Divines | wondered at it, artings 
onely faid, that he was ſorry he ſhould be ſo re- 
warded for his long journey. In another letter 3 
All 1 will lay my Lord, isthis ; There are rwo men 
in the Synod, Sibraydnus, but eſpecially Gomarxe, 
who are able to ſetir on fire, unleſs they be looke 
to, Thus far he: I ſhall ſay nothing of che gene- 
_rality of the Provincial or Dutch Divines, how they 
were at the deyotion of thoſe that were chief AQtors 
inthe Contra-remonſttatical Tragedy, 

We are come now tothe Execution of the Syno. 
dical Sentence againſt the Remonſtrants, They 
being thus diſcharged, other Paſtors were putand 
ſubſtituted in their places, how unwilling ſocyer the 
Chuches were to receive them , 1n ſome places theſe 
new Paſtors were brought in by force of arms. 
Now leſt. the ejeted Remonſirants ſhould teach 
privately, therefore the Srates-General propoſe to 
them a certain ingagement, to abſtainjnthefucure 
both directly and indire®ly from all even private 
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Exerciſe of their Miniſtry. To which when ſome 
could not in conſcience ſubſcribe, they were con- 
demned to perpetual baniſhment, Alas! who 
could expe ſuch cruelly amonplt Proteſtanis, thar 
had condemned Papiſts for the like unchriſtian 
practices? He that takes a view of our Epiſcopixs 
and ſome others of the Remonſtrants in their de- 
portment, when this diſmal Cloud appeared, will 
ſee cauſe to admire their faich and fortitude, 1 or 
ſo dear was the truth unto-them, and their zeal for 
it ſo great, that a promiſe ofthe ſame wages or ſti- 
pend which they formerly enjoyed, could not in. 
duce them ( though ſome of them had buta very 
mean Eſtate ) to oblige and bind themſelves unto 
lence, which was commanded them ; Moreover 
theſe Generous ſpirits did with much boldneſs, after 
the pronouncing of the of ſentence of Baniſhment, 
defend openly to the States General their own and 
their aſſociates [nnocency,appealing to God, the aven- 
ger of them that are unjultly oppreſſed, who would 
at the laſt day take cogniſance of their Cauſe, and 
judge, without reſpec of pe: (on, as well their Judges 
as them. : | Pitt. 4 

Hereupon theſe Stout Champions-'for' truth 
were ſo haſlily carryed away by the States Officers 
out of the limits of the United 2rovinces, thatthey 


_ after their detaining eight moneths' at Dorr, 


"whether they were called, as they thoughe, to a 
free Synod, had not granted to them'fo. much 
as one day, in which to bid their families fare- 
well, 'and to ſet: in order their domeſtick af- 
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fairs, notwithſtandivg they petitioned for ic, 
Epiſcopivs therefore, and the reſt, betook 
themſelves to Brabant , and inhabited at Amr- 
' werp, \ during the peace between the King of 
| $paiy and. the Stare, This place theſe Exiles 
| made choice of for their abode, not to joyn 
with the enemies of their Country in a conſpira- 
cy againſt it, nor to endeavour any thing detre- 
mental to the Reformed religion, as ſome ma. 
ſeyolent. perſons were bold enough to ſuggeſt 
| Naunderouſly apainſt them ; but becauſe that 
| place was near, and from which they might more 
. commodiouſly , than from any place remote, - 
take care of their beloyed Churche:” and Fami- 
lies. How faithfully choſe imployed their 
talent , received of God, I ſhall here paſs over 
in Silence , being now to ſpeak onely of Epiſcopine, 
whoſe diſputations with Peter adingus, a Jeſuit 
of Antwerp, and his Antidote apainſt the Ca- 
nons of the Synod of Dor:, do abundanly teſti- 
fy his great care and diligence; And alſo the Con- 
feſfion of faith, which he, with the other Re- 
' monſtrant Paſtors there, did eompoſe and pab- 
liſh, chat they might ſtop the mouths of chem 
who. calumniouſly gave forth , that che Remon- 
 Rrrants cheriſhe in their breaſt, monſtrous and 
. ſtrange opinions, which they durit not expoſe to

If thou 
inquire how in theſe parts his time was ſpent, 
thoſe Writings of his there compiled, will give 
thee a worchy Account; in caſe thou art able 
ro peruſe his Paraphraſe and Obſervations on the 
8, 9, 10, and 11 Chapters of St. Pauls Epiſtle 
to the Romans; alſo his Bodecherus ineptiens , his 
Examen Theſinm Jacobi Capells, bis anſwer to 
ro the Defence of Jo. Cameron ; his Treatiſe of 


Chriſtian Magpiſtracy . and that of free-will , with 


other works of his, laboured there, He that 


' with theſe conſiders his ſollicicous Care for the 


Churches of his own Countrey , which in this 
time of perſecution being deſtitute of their ordi- 
nary Paſtors, he by diverſe Writings and Epi- 


| ſtlzs inſtructed , comforted and incouraged to pre- 


ſerere in the Faith ; alſo the many conferences he had 
with learned men «oncerning Religion , by which 
he endeayourcd to bring them to a more accurate 
ſearch and inquiry after thetruth , he, I ſay, that 
conſiders theſe things, will be fo far from thinking 
that he had many waſt hours chat he will greatlywon- 
der,where time was found for ſo many and great At- 
chieyments. Here Stephen Cureell eas gotwith him bis 
firſt Acquaintance aud profeſſesthat heheard him dif- 
courſe 'of ſome hard'points of rejigion,*and learned fo 
many things of him, that healways afterwards eſ- 
reemed it a ſingular happpineſs to him, that he had 
acquaintance with ſo worthy a man Here alſo Epiſco- 
pius contratted ſuch a friendfhip with that moſt cor- 
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dial man and eminent Mathematician, Mr. Ed- 
mund Mercer , which afterwards no diſtance of 
place, or length of time, could diſſolve or wea- 
ken, This was he that publiſhed chis Book, by 
which Ca» eroxs opinion of Grace and free-will 
is examined , and intituled it, Epiffola viri difts, 
and he that was fo familiar a friend wich H»gs 
Grotizs , that Grotizs, when he laſt lefe France, 
- committed to him the moſt precious Treaſures he 
' had, his Elaborate Manuſcripts , that by him they 
might 'be communicated to others, , _ 

At length Epiſcopivs, being deſirous to have 
a perfect Survay of France, who as yet knew 
little more. than the Northern part of ic, went 
from Paris to Lyons; After that he viſited Mar. 
. feille, Niſmes, CHMompelier - Tholouſe ; Aﬀter- 
_ wards Byurdeaxx , Rochella, Poiftiers, Angiers, 
. Tomrs, 'Orleance, and other places. And when 
he had finiſhed his peran,bulation, he retnrned to 
Pars and Rhoan, where when he had remained 
a while; and had heard that the feryour of 
the perſecution, raiſed in his own Countrey a- 
painſt the Remonſtrants, was ſome what alayed, 
he purpoſed co return thicher, Leaving therefore 
France in the year of our Lord 1626, and in 
the eighth year of his baniſhment, he came to 
Rotterdam, chat he might with other brethren 
lay- out his abilities for the gathering of that very 
numerous Church , which: is there out' of the diſ- 
perſed Remonſtrants : And that afterwards he 
might cake care for other Churches'in the United - 
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Provinces. In the. mean while by his Writings 
both in Latin and Dutch he ſtrenuouſly defend- 
ed the truth, He publiſhed in Latin An Apo-+ 
logy of the Remonſtrants confeſſion, An An- 
(wer to the Eſſay of the ' Leyden Profeſſors , with 
other Books, In Darch he' wrote a Treatiſe of 
true Antiquity againſt 'the Papiſts ; "Three Trea- 
tiſes againit James Triglandixs, then Preacher at 
Amferdam , ſince Proteſlor of Divinity at Leyaen, 
with other books, | 

In the ſecond year after his return, he entred 
into a Matrimouial ſtare; ( there being then.hope 
of a more peaceable time ) marrying' at Korter- 
dam that moſt choice and vyertons Gentlewoman 
Mrs. Mary Peſſer, the widow of Mr. Henry 
Nieliz a Preacher of that City , and the youn. 


ger brother of Mr. Charles Niellizs above-men- 
tioned, They lived together , but withour iſſne, 
moſt. pioufly, peaceably and comfortably to the 
end of the years 164r, at which time ſhe {- 
niſhed her courſe. © 

But before this in the year 1634 He went to

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propoſed to him by his Diſciples, alſo from his 
| learned and eloquent Sermons to the people; alſo 
his true Remoeſtrant Divinez and his Anſwer 
to the 10 Dilemma's of a certain Popiſh Do

Whileſt he was thus labouring , ſome occa- 
ſions forced him tro Rotterdam, where Anzo 
1639 be fell dangerouſly fick, and for ſome 
moneths Kept his bed , and ſo far 'was he 
gone, that there was .little hope of his reco- 
very. But at length Gcd reſtored him to 
health, and fo ſtrengthened him, that he 
returned to his charge at 4 mſter dam, and as dili. 
gently laboured among them as before. | 

After his return it ſeemed good to the Re- 
monſtrants- to- publiſh a plain Catechiſm for 
the inſtruting of the more ignorant ſorr, 
Then Abratam Heyaan, at that time a Preach- 
er at Zejdew , afterwards Profeſſor of Divini- 
ty there, publiſhed an Examination of this 
Catechiſm , - the defence of which our Fpiſcop;- 
»% undertook , and finiſhed in a corfiderable 
large Volume , which came not forth till af- 
ter. his death. For in the beginning of the 


. Fear 1643, when he was well nigh 60 years 


old, he fell mortally ſick. His diſeaſe is call- 


ed I1ſchuria, a dangerous ſuppreſſion: of the 


Urine , which was ſo pertinaciays and obſti. 
nate, that for eleven days he could not make 
one drop ef water ; although ſome okilful[ 


Fbyficians uſed the utmoſt of their art to. may” 
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ſer, or at leaſt ſomewhat to mitigate this 
his mercyleſs and ſtubborn enemy. This Excre- 
ment ( of which he afterward avoided but 
itcle ) mixing it ſelf with the blood of the 
whole body, ſo corrupted the Cra/ſis and | 
temperature thereof., that he could not poſſi- 

'- bly long ſubſiſt, Ie 

He lay fick two moneths and above, and 
for ſome weeks before his death was deprived 
of fight. Which loſs, whileſt there was any 
hope of his recovery., had been exceeding 
grievous unto him , had not his deep and al» 
moſt continual ſleeping leſſened rhe ſame ; For 
ſometimes he complained of it co his friends 
that did frequently viſit him; ſaying, that 
he ſhould not be able any more to ſerve the 
Church of Chriſt, 

At length on the 4th of April about the 
$th hour in the morning, ( at which time the 
moon was in the Eclipſe ) he peaceably fell 
aſleep in the Lord, And che 4th: day af- 
rer was carryed forth ( a great multitude of 
all ſorts of perſons followiag. the herfe ) unto 
the Weſt-Church , and was chere interred by 
his wife, His death many much lamented , and 
many Epicedium's , or faneral Verſes of his praiſe 
and commendation, were publiſhed doth in 
Datch and Latin, 2 

CaÞar Barlew, the moſt renowned Poer 

_ ofthatcime, and who lived not full two years after 
bim , publiſhad a moſt excellent Zarin oo. 
*, 1m 
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ainm in his commendation , which is prefixed 
co the firſt Volume of Epi/copins bis works: 

Thus we have taken a ſhort view of Epi/- 
copius from his birth to his death, His life 
was unblameable, and illuſtrious for zeal to 
the glory of God, and mans ſalyation , His 


| Love to the Churches peace and concord ad- 


ded much _ to his commendation. He was 
indeed much conyerſant in Controverſies , not 
of choyce, but through neceſlity, He,was 
often wont to complain of his conſtraint to 
this kind of exerciſe. His patient bearing of 
jajuries , and readineſs to forgive, after the ex- 
ample of his Maſter Chriſt, contributed not 
a little to bis praiſe. In alms-deeds he was 
to his power ready and cheerfull., And ſuch 
was his modeſty and hamble temper, that bis 
rare endowments, and preat Atchieyments he 
eſteemed as nothing,” On his ſick-bed his 
Speeches were gracious , full of piety towards 
God, charity towards men and confidence in 
Chriſt. His name now and memory is bleſl. 
ed with them eſpecially, that without preju- 
dice peruſe his works, that jn two confidera- 
ble Volumes are now publick in the Latin 
tongue, which I could wiſh that all men well 
underſtood, were it but to read Eprſcopirg. 
I doubt not but there are many, who have 
much improved themſelves by Is writings.
